selecting a hot air welder; 

selecting elongate, synthetic tape of sufficient length to oyerlie said to-be- 
treated seam portion : 

actuating and orienting said hot air welder to emit a hot air jet and moving 
said hot air welder over said to-be-repaired item synthetic tent, tarp or 
fabric weather barrier along said welder path to effect a thermal 
welding of said tape to the fabric of said to-b e " rep aired it e m synthetic 
tent, tana or fabric weat her barrier , and aligning said tape along and 
substantially centered on said seam n o late r tha n to r e sid e a lo n g sa id 
scam as said we l de r moves along sa i d w el d er path wh e r e by sai d t ap e 
is to thennally w el d e d said synthetic tape to said fabric of said to-be- 
repaired synthetic tent, tarn or fabric weather barrier item. 
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
